72-hour  cease-fire  was  proclaim 
ed  Monday  night  in  this  Cyprus 
town  where  700  Turkish  cypriots 
— including  weeping  women  and 
children — were  surrounded  by 
heavily  armed  Greek  cypriots  in 
fighting  during  the  night. 

THE  TRUCE  was  reported  by 
Indian  Gen.  Prem  Singh  Gyani, 
a United  Nations  observer,  but 
he  said  he  did  not  personally  ar- 
range it — “I  merely  offered  sug- 
gestions to  the  parties  involved.” 
His  visit  was  the  first  direct  U.N. 
intervention  i$  the  crisis. 

Under  terms  of  the  truce  no 
further  barricades  will  be  erected 
to  pen  in  the  Turks  but  the  pre- 
sent obstructions  will  remain  in 
this  Northwestern  Cyprus  town 
about  60  miles  from  the  capital 
of  Nicosia.  It  is  in  an  area  where 
warring  communal  fighters  were 
reported  slaughtering  each  other 
in  the  hills. 

THERE  WAS  NO  report  on 
casualties  in  the  night-long  fight- 
ing in  which  the  Turkish  Cy- 
priots were  surrounded  but  a 
Turkish  Cypriot  woman  with 
tears  streaming  down  her  cheeks 
said  “we  want  soldiers — British 
soldiers — to  help  us.” 

She  was  one  of  the  Turkish 
Cypriots  who  fled  into  their  tiny 
hillside  quarters  less  than  half 


of  the  town  where  Greek  Cy 
priots  displayed  a new  armored 
bulldozer,  rifles,  stenguns  and 
shotguns  in  an  indication  of  pos- 
sible attack. 

BRITISH  OFFICIALS  announ- 
ced they  were  sending  100  para- 
troopers here  but  none  had  ar- 
rived by  early  afternoon  and  the 
situation  was  tense.

teriology  Dept.  He  pointed  out 
that  “We  can  achieve  500  times 
greater  magnification  with  this 
new  microscope  than  with  the 
ordinary  light  microscope.” 

A good  light  microscope  costs 
about  $300.  It  uses  visible  light 
which  can  be  detected  by  the  eye, 
and  a glass  lens  magnification 
system,  but  its  effectiveness  is 
limited  because  of  the  wave 
length  of  light  the  human  eye  is 
able  to  detect  and  because  of  the 
lenses. 

“In  the  electron  microscope  the 
light  source  is  replaced  by  a high 
intensity  electron  beam  of  much 
shorter  wave  lengths  than  vis- 
ible light,”  explained  Dr.  Sagers, 
“and  the  glass  lenses  are  replac- 
ed by  magnetic  lenses.” 

Dr.  Sagers  also  explained  that 
if  a six  foot  man  were  magnified 
50,000  times  on  the  electron  mic- 
roscope, lie  would  be  57  miles 
tall  and  17  miles  wide  across  the 
shoulders.  With  the  magnifica- 
tion possible  from  the  ordinary 
light  microscope,  a six  foot  man 
would  be  1.1  miles  tall  and  .33 
miles  across  the  shoulders.

R.  Barnett 
Disclaims 
Rights  Bill 

SALT  LAKE  CITY,  (UPI)  — 
Former  Mississippi  Gov.  Ross 
Barnett  said  Monday  enactment 
of  the  Civil  Rights  Bill  pending 
before  Congress  would  “destroy 
constitutional  government  as  we 
have  known  it  since  the  birth  of 
this  nation.” 

“If  this  obnoxious  and  uncon- 
stitutional bill  is  enacted  by  the 
Congress,  our  fireball  of  liberty 
will  spin  into  darkness,”  Barnett 
said  in  a speech  delivered  at  the 
University  of  Utah. 

HE  SAID  THE  bill  would  “des- 
troy local  self  government  and 
result  in  a powerful  federal  gov- 
ernment with  unlimited  authority 
to  intervene  in  private  affairs 
among  men  and  to  control  and 
adjust  property  and  business  re- 
lationships in  accordance  with 
the  federal  inspector.” 

“The  bill,  under  the  cloak  of 
protecting  the  civil  rights  of  cer- 
tain minorities,  will  absolutely 
destroy  the  civil  rights  of  all  cit- 
izens of  the  United  States  who 
fall  within  its  scope,”  said  the 
Jackson,  Miss,  attorney  who  left 
the  governor’s  office  last  month. 
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‘The  only  drawback  is  that  liv- 
ing specimens  cannot  be  used  in 
the  electron  microscope  because 
all  of  the  -operations  must  be 
done  under  a very  high  vacuum 
in  a dry  state,”  added  Dr.  Sagers, 
“even  so.  the  structures  of  the 
living  material  can  be  preserved.

Senate,  House 
Discuss  Tax  Bill 

WASHINGTON,  (UPI)— House 
and  Senate  negotiators  tentative- 
ly agreed  Monday  to  a key  Sen- 
ate provision  in  the  big  tax  cut 
bill  dealing  with  deductions  for 
gasoline  taxes. 

THE  ACTION  came  as  House 
and  Senate  members  met  in 
closed  session  to  resolve  differ- 
ences between  an  $11.2  billion  tax 
cut  measure  approved  by  the 
house  and  an  $11.8  billion  bill 
passed  by  the  Senate  10  days 
ago. 

Rep.  Wilbur  D.  Mills,  D-Ark., 
chairman  of  the  14-member  con- 
ference committee,  told  reporters 
afterward  that  a final  compro- 
mise bill  may  be  cleared  by  the 
panel  Tuesday. 

MILLS  DECLINED  to  an- 
nounce the  results  of  voting  in 
the  afternoon  session,  but  one 
committee  source  said  the  panel 
had  agreed  on  the  issue  of  tax 
deductions  for  gasoline  taxes. 

The  House  bill  as  passed  Sept. 

25  would  have  denied  tax  de- 
ductions for  state  and  local  gas- 
oline taxes,  auto  tag  and  drivers’ 
license  fees. 

THE  SENATE  junked  this 
$330  million  revenue-producing 
feature  sought  by  the  adminis- 
tration. The  conference  group 
went  along  with  the  Senate  po- 
sition. 

The  result  was  that  these  taxes 
would  continue  to  be  deductible 
for  taxpayers  who  itemize  their 
expenses  on  Federal  income  tax 
forms. 

BOTH  THE  Senate  and  House 
versions,  however,  are  designed 
to  pickup  $190  million  in  reven- 
ues by  barring  deduction^  for  lo- 
cal taxes  on  cigarettes,  alcohol, 
theater  admissions  and  other 
items.

history.  During  the  preceding 
four  years  over  9,000  banks  had 
closed  because  of  financial  diffi- 
culties, and  it  was  recognized  that 
bank  supervisory  legislation  need- 
ed to  be  strengthened  to  avoid 
such  waves  of  bank  failures  in 
the  future. 

The  Universe  asked  Randall 
how  it  will  feel  to  be  a bbard 
member  of  a corporation  with 
assets  of  almost  three  billion  dol- 
lars. He  said,  “It  isn’t  particularly 
the  size,  but  it  is  a matter  of 
public  trust.” 

AS  TO  WHAT  he  will  contrib- 
ute to  the  FDIC,  he  feels  it  will 
be  the  viewpoint  of  a small  state 
banker.  He  feels  strongly  com- 
mitted to  the  preservation  of  the 
McFadden  Act.  It  states  no  na- 
tional bank  shall  have  greater 
power  than  powers  granted  to 
state  chartered  banks. 

He  commented,  “It  allows  for 
the  difference  in  banking  systems 
from  state  to  state,  such  as  state- 
wide banking  in  California,  reg- 
ional-branch banking  in  New 
York,  modified-state  branching  in 
Utah  and  unit-branching  in  Texas 
and  Illinois.” 

AS  TO  WHY  disbursements 
were  issued  to  protect  depositors 
in  445  failing  banks  since  1933, 
he  answered,  “Dishonesty  and  de- 
falcation (embezzlement)  over 
the  last  15  years  have  been  the 
major  cause  of  bank  failure.” 

The  FDIC,  with  which  Randall 
will  be  associated,  ..insured  over 
13,455  banks  (97  percent  of  all  in- 
corporated domestic  banks  of  de- 
posit) in  1962,  with  deposits  of 
over  $298  billion.  Even  with  such 
looming  responsibilities  he  con- 
firms one’s  first  impression  of  a 
reserved  and  confident  executive. 

THE  NEW  YORK  TIMES  had 
this  to  say  of  Republican  Ran- 
dall: “His  major  sponsor  is  Sen- 
ator Wallace  F.  Bennett  of  Utah, 
who  is  the  ranking  Republican  on 
the  Senate  Banking  Committee, 
which  will  have  to  pass  on  the 
appointment.  The  Senate  Repub- 
lican Leader,  Everett  M.  Dirksen 
of  Illinois,  has  promised  Senator 
Bennett  banking  for  his  candi- 
date,”
